Copyright violations 


Lately there has been much attention 
given to the problem of copyright viola-’ 
tions in the video game industry. I have a 
suggestion to the manufacturers that 
would make it easier for violators to be 
identified and would also save a tremen- 
dous amount of money and time in dealing 
with this problem. 

Instead of each manufacturer handling 
its own cases, I suggest that all of the man- 
ufacturers unite and form a centralized 
operation for collecting information con- 
cerning copyright violators. 

The following suggestions would 
simplify the process: 

1. Toll free 800 number 

2. Standardized questionnaire utilizing 
questions each manufacturer’s legal 
department requires 

3. Publication of questions and tele- 
phone number in trade magazines 

By working together through their asso- 
ciation or other methods, the resources of 
all game manufacturers could be pooled 
into a central office phone bank approach. 
This, together with savings on advertise- 
ments, would be a cost saver and more 
effective than the present system.

Where have all the flowers gone? 
Gone to graveyards everyone. 
When will they ever learn? 
When will they ever learn? 


he once very popular folk song 
“Where Have all the Flowers 

Gone?” might easily be adapted to 
bemoan what has happened to once very 
popular video games. Indeed, increasingly 
more used videos are going to the video 
graveyard, stripped of whatever useful 
parts that can be salvaged and then simply 
trashed. 

But the news is not all bleak. All used 
games don’t goto the graveyard. First let’s 
examine the reasons why problems 
occurred in the used equipment market. 
Then we’ll examine practical markets for 
used games. 

Two of the nation’s largest distributors 
confirm that refusing trade-ins has become 
an established practice in the industry. 
Southwest Vending and Bally Midwest 
representatives indicated their stance on 
trade-ins has had to change drastically in 
recent months. 

“It used to be that smaller, rural markets 
would absorb the trade-ins we took,” said 
John Gatens, president of Southwest 
Vending. “But not now. Everybody wants 
the hot games. They know which games are 
the best earners, and they want those 
games.” 

“Three years ago, we could use our over- 
seas markets as dumping grounds for used 
games, but things have changed in the last 
year and are continuing to change,” 
offered Tracy Tomashpol of Bally Mid- 
west’s International Exporting Division. 

“Three years ago our overseas market 
was 80 percent used games and 20 percent 
new games,” she continued. “But now it’s 
80 percent new and 20 percent used.” 


More locations, more games 
When the video boom initially hit in the 
United States, locations were so anxious to 
have the games, they would take almost 
anything they could get. Vast new sources 
of locations opened to video games. 
Grocery chains like Safeway, the nation’s 
second biggest retail outlet store, adopted a 


policy of including games in its stores. And 
convenience store chains like Southland 
Corporation’s 7-11 stores saw they could 
make big profits from videos—7-11’s 
almost 13,000 videos reportedly took in 
about $55,000,000 in quarters in 1981— 
creating a demand for large numbers of 
pieces. 

“New locations needed equipment,” 
Gatens explained. “At that time they 
would take anything. But now those loca-_ 
tions want those games replaced with the 
top games, the proven earners.” 

The international market has _ been 
softened by, among other things, an equip- 
ment glu’. 

“Europe is drowning in games,” 
Tomashpol explained. “They are selling 
their used games in the United States.” 

Tomashpol characterized the European 
market by relaying the results of a recent 
telex sales call. She offered a client an 
Asteroids at a particularly attractive price. 
“Do I need an Asteroids?” the client 
responded. “I have six I would like to sell 
to you.” 


Increasing exportation 

The Japanese have also increased their 
exportation of games and added to the 
international glut. 

What can be from time to time, an 
attractive market in the South Americas 
has been difficult due to constantly altering 
political situations that require constantly 
altering importing approaches. 

Southwest Vending has used neigh- 
boring Mexico as a prime distribution 
target for used equipment, but Gatens 
explained, that market has become tough 
to deal with consistently. 

“Like many poor and underdeveloped 


countries, the Mexican government’s 


attitude toward games is that they are 
counterproductive,” he said. 

Because the government looks at the 
games with such disfavor, it has placed 
high import fees on coin-op amusements, 
which has led entrepreneurial importers to 
find creative ways around those fees. As a 
result, said Gatens, most of the games sold 
in Mexico are there illegally and subject to 
being picked up at the whim of the govern- 
ment.

But those markets “are fading,” she 
reported. 


Access to parts 

“Perhaps because they got some bad 
games, perhaps because they fear they 
won't be able to get parts,” whatever the 
reason, most of her customers now want 
new, not used, games. 

A strengthening dollar has also hurt 
foreign sales. 

In Argentina, for example, the value ofa 
U.S. dollar has soared to twice its value of 
a year ago. Argentina’s recent instabilities 
are obvious, but even such countries as 
Canada have lost ground to the dollar 
lately. There, the U.S. dollar has recently 
improved from a $1.20 value in Canadian 
currency to $1.30. 

But, alas, the outlook on used equip- 

- ment is not so bleak as the previous 
paragraphs might indicate. 

Some overseas markets are still strong— 
Chile, Peru, and some underdeveloped 
nations want used videos, reported 
Tomashpol—but the hottest market for 
used videos is right in the operator’s back- 
yard. Used games are still generating 
interest, only the means of employing them 
must be re-examined. 

When your distributor is unable to 
absorb any more of your used games, you 


can turn to another evolving segment of, 


the game industry, the amusement device 
broker. 


Who is a broker? 

The broker, as the name implies, puts 
sellers and buyers together, and says game 
broker Steve Bodenstein of the Atlanta 
office of Game Exchange, there are more 
buyers out there than one might expect, 
especially if the equipment is offered at the 
right price. 

Brokerage type operations offer a wide 
variety of service, from simply serving as a 
clearinghouse for equipment to purchasing 
the used equipment from operators and 
restoring it for resale. 

Although Bodenstein does buy some 
equipment, he prefers to broker used 
pieces. In doing so, Bodenstein said, Game 
Exchange will take the game in, repair the 
works and redo some of the cosmetics, 
then repackage the game, and deliver it to 
the buyer in as close to new shape as 
possible. 

And Bodenstein has found the market 
eminently ready for used equipment that is 
in good shape. 

“Just about everybody wants used 
equipment,” he said. “From Space 
Invaders on, there is a good market for 
used video games.” 

Arcade operators commonly keep 
“filler” pieces in their arcades. Changing 
those pieces out just as they do with new 
games is advisable, Bodenstein offered. A 
game that has never before been in a 


specific location is, to a certain extent, a 
new game to that location. And while the 
older pieces might not have the draw of the 
hottest new games, a “new” filler might 
produce $40 to $50 a week instead of the 
$10 now produced by a game that has been 
in the same location for too many months. 

Operators can also find success in 
placing a game that offers a different type 
of play to the location’s clients. For 
example, said Bodenstein, driving games 
remain an interesting attraction. They 
have also retained a high resale value, he 
said. 


Asking price 

Pinballs and very old videos (pre-Space 
Invaders) have very little market value, 
said Bodenstein, and perhaps those pieces 
are best used for contests and charitable 
giveaways. But the real problem in moving 
videos, he contends, is not rooted ina lack 
of marketability but in the price that 
Operators want out of them. 

“Most operators price used equipment 
too high,” Bodenstein said. An operator 
should take into consideration what 
money the game has made for him, then 
consider it has little value to him at the 
time, and price it for resale so that it will be 
attractive to a buyer, he said. 

To best decide on the value of a piece of 
used equipment, the operator should 
consult the DRA Price Guide, a publica- 
tion offered quarterly that provides typical 
pricing information on used coin-op

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equipment. Recently, the DRA Price 
Guide expanded its used equipment 
section and improved its information 
gathering techniques by employing new 
computerized data systems. 

David Solish of Darvin Corp. in Los 
Angeles buys and restores old coin-ops as 
well as operates coin equipment.He 
believes an operator can get more for his 
dollar by placing older proven earners than 
by taking a chance on some of the newer 
dubious earners. 

“An Asteroids will do well with the new 
generation of players who have never seen 
the game,” he said. So Solish spruces up 
old Asteroids, speeds up the action a bit, 
and replaces the games on location. 

“Of course you can’t do that with Bally 
games,” warned Solish who has already 
been sued by Bally for modifying Pac-Man 
games. 


Antique prices 

Solish prefers to deal with older jukes, 
pool tables, and rifle games. Some can 
bring almost antique prices when he 
revitalizes and resells them for home or 
office use. 

But he also believes that video games 
that have seen most of their useful lives can 
be used advantageously by operators as 
part of their route. Inserted in locations 
that have never had that particular game, 
an old piece can lure a significant amount 
of quarters for a month or so. 

“Of course, the older operators know

this,” Solish said. “It’s the new operators 
who are panicking, thinking they have to 
have the newest games in every location.” 

Solish, who has put life back into every- 
thing from shuffleboard to Pac-Man, 
holds little regard for convertible games. 
Their resale value is not as good as the 
standard video editions, he said. In fact, 
the established operators aren’t even 
buying them, he contends.

Wildcat Chemicals’ Joe Peters sub- 
stantiates the view that videos are being 
put to use beyond the most profitable days 
of their lives. 

He said sales on replacement parts and 
protective chemicals are up, indicating 
Operators are keeping the machines 
around longer than they have in the past. 

Part orders for games that are two and 
three years old have never been higher, 
Peters said. And the materials he sells that 


enable operators to prolong the looks and 
life of their games are booming. 

Peters draws on his association with 
distributors throughout the country when 
he states unequivocally that new games 
sales are down. 

“Games are not moving as well as they 
should,” he said. “Some distributors have 
games piled two and three pieces high in 
their warehouses and are letting them goat 
below cost, just to get rid of them. 

“The new games are looking too much 
alike,” Peters continued. “There’s nothing 
different that is catching on.” 

The conclusion is that operators will 
keep their current games in action rather 
than replace them with $3,000 purchases 
that offer nothing new to the player except 
a pretty face, he said. 

The market for used equipment may 
have been seriously softened by the current 
video game glut, but as with many other 
aspects of the industry, when traditional 
solutions break down, operators find new 
and creative ways to solve problems. 

Just as operators have banded together 
to take on those community governments 
who would impose restrictive ordinances 
on their businesses, so they must again turn 
to each other for a solution to the 
mounting problems of equipment inven- 
tories. 

By revitalizing and circulating used 
equipment, operators can extend the life 
and prolong the profits of games they 
might have already proclaimed useless. @
